Forty-two victims 
in the mine war have been killed near 
Blair mountain, Sheriff 
Chafin 
an 
Bounced today after surveying reports 
of air scouts. 
Ambulances arrived bere shortly af­ 
terw ard with the bodies of two dead 
m iners recovered during 
the 
fight 
which is in progress. 
Sheriff Chafln announced his report 
indicated that more than one hundred 
men had been killed to date. 
Fifty-five prisoners 
were 
released 
from the Logan county jail late yes­ 
terday to make room for the captured 
m iners. 
Chafin declined to announce 
the number of m iners taken. 
Fighting along a twenty-five mile 
fro n t was announced at l l a. rn. in a 
com m unication received from Colonel 
W. ES. Eubanks, com m ander of the cit­ 
izen's defense. 
R eports said fighting was of the 
sniping variety. 
“ We have' the situation pretty well 
in hand,” Eubanks said. 
“Fresh troops and officers are en 
their way to the front and the de­ 
fense arm y is working perfectly.” 
It is not known here where “fresh 
troops and officers" 
meant 
United 
States regulars or citizen troops. 
Eubanks said the bodies of two u n ­ 
identified miners were picked up thi 
morning. 
Authorities 
today 
denied 
that a number of bombs dropped from 
passing governm ent airplanes from 
L angley field yesterday caused henry 
fatalities among the m iners as wa. 
reported. 
The bombs were 
said 
t< 
have been made of iron pipes filled 
with high explosives. 
The airplanes 
w ere reported to have returned t< 
their landing field near here after the 
air raid.

region are dying, the relief com mis­ 
sion today learned. 
Anna Haines, a Quaker, who lias 
been in the Russian famine region for 
over a year, and who has seen the 
terrible death toll, today assured in** 
that her statement above was not ex­ 
aggerated. 
"And what is more,” she said, “if 
the food isn't here within two or Hire* 
weeks more, then fifty per s ept of 
the children will die.” 
.Miss Haines has rustled a cable to 
H erbert Hoover: 
“Speed up. F iery 
minute is precious.’’ 
The Russians are madly deliberate 
at times. 
But the American relief workers a n 
not wasting even one moment. 
Each of the Americans left today 
for the heart of the famine country. 
They are going to the Sam ara country 
passing through Kazan and to Sara- 
tow and down the valley of Volga to 
Novorossik. 
The hustling Americana hare as­ 
tonished the Russians Imre and have 
made a ‘ h it” 
well. 
They moved 
right into a palace which was used 


as the foreign office abou t I SIH. Her* 
'he gorgeous gilded rooms are like 
stage settings with high can op y walls 
and high ceilings, and what is more 
important 
to the A m ericans—steam 
heated. 
Before their departure American re­ 
lief arm y workers sent for me and 
asked about conditions in the famine 
region. 
I told them just what I had 
seen. 
I told them of thousands of fugi­ 
tives who camped on the crest of a 
hill near the bank of the river Volga 
as our ste a m er slid up to the Stavro­ 
pol 
lan d in g, and c f how they were
